will  bring  her  to  their  home.  Flora  Bella  takes  a different  route  to  Petrograd, 
and  when  her  husband  arrives  she  is  again  the  cabaret  singer,  with  a multitude 
worshipping  her.  The  husband,  not  being  able  to  determine  that  she  is  his  wife, 
falls  madly  in  love  with  the  girl,  and  an  ingenious  finale  eventually  arrives.
